Liberal Party Now Attacking the 
Conservatives for Favoring i 
Revision Downward. 


Ottawa, ‘Nov. 10.—The two- 
faced campaign of the Liberal 
party on the subject of the tariff 
has undergone a further develop- 
ment. That party long has been 
denouncing ‘the Conservative 
party throughout the West, and 
to some oxtent in Ontario, as ad- 
vocates of high tariff; and has 
been representing the Liberals as 
the low tariff, and almost as the 
free trade party. Meanwhile, the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Associ- 
ation for years has’ been a Lib- 
eral institution and has got near- 
ly everything it desired from the 
Laurier.Government. To make 
the typocricy of the situation 
complete, we now find that in the 
exterame east the Liberal party is 
denouncing the Conservatives on 
the ground that they are favor- 
able toa “‘tariff revision down- 
waid.’? In Cape Breton the ob- 
ject of the Liberal party is to 
consolidate the coal and iron in- 
dustries for the Laurier Govern- 
ment. Accordingly we find the

ing the Conservative party \ for 
its low tariff tendencivs. After 
saying that the pusition of the 
Conservative party is clearly de- 
fined as being in favor of low 
wariff, it goes on to cay that ‘this 


_| position is taken in order to curry 


favor with Western Canada.’’ 
The commodities upon which 
Western Canada desires a lower 
tariff, it says, are lumber, iron 
and coal. It continues:—‘‘In so 
tar as we are considered iron and 
cot! may well be regarded as our 
staple products. The only hope 
for further development that the 
Conservative holds out to these 
industries is a threat to reduce 
the tariff if entrusted with power. 
Not an alluring prospect surely. 
We invite the serious’ consider- 
ation of all our readers to the de- 
clared policy of the Conserv- 
ative party to revise the tariff 
downward.” 

Thus we have a threefold situ- 
ation: (1) In Nova Scotia the 
Conservatives are denounced by 
the Liberal:party on the ground 
that they are in favor of low 
tariff. (2) The Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ Association, in which 
the Liberals are numerically the 
stronger, gets what it wants from 
the Laurier Government. (38) In 
the West the Liberal party dc- 
nounces tne Conservatives on the 
ground that they are nigh pro- 
tectionist. 
~ The truth is there is no free 
trade party in Canada. The truth 
also is that the Liberal party has 
become a thsrougly protectionict 
party. And the truth suil further 
ig that the one party in Canada 
which is not tied up with the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Associ- 
ation, and from which a just and 
equitable revision of the tari 
can be expected, is the Conserv- 
ative party.

PRESUMPTUOUS SINS 


‘PASTOR RUSSELL PREACHES ON 
SECRET FAULTS. 


“Text, “Cleanse Me From Secret 


Faults; Keep Back ‘They Servant 
Also From. Presumptuous ‘Sins: 
Then Shall! Be Upright, and ! 
Shall“Be Innocent From the Great 
Transgression” (Psalm xix, 12, 13). 


Brooklyn, Nov. 7.—Pastor Russell 
preached yesterday at the. Brooklyn 
a abernecle from the text above. He 
said: i 
Our. text. prophetteally. re resents 
the attitude of. mind of God’s. true 
people. Those who are~ aliens and, 
strangers from God would not thus 
-pray. Even if they were repentant 
their first prayer should be in the na- 
ture of a confession: of sins and an 
acknowledgment of their acceptance 
of God’s mercy in the forgiveness of 
their sins and of his accepting them 
to be his children through the merit 
of the Redeemer. But even those who 
have become childrén of God, by re- 
nouncing sin and exercising faith in 
Divine forgiveness inthe merit of 
Christ, have still to acknowledge that 
“children of 
wrath even as others.” Although they 
are saved by grace, only their minds, 
their hearts, their wills, have yet been 
saved or fully reconciled to od and 
harmonized to. the Divine will. Their 
flesh is still imperfect, fallen. 

Hence, in the language of the 


. Psalmist, it is’ appropriate that the 


Lord’s people take knowledge of their 
own blemishes, imperfections, and 
that they seek the Lord’s assistance 
in fighting the. good fight against 
those blemishes of their-flesh. Thank 
-God, this battle of the New Creature, 
the new mind, the new will, against 
ithe fallen flesh and its appetites will 
jnot last forever; to the faithful, 
ideath will be the close of the conflict. 
The glorified Redeemer is watching 
‘over the interests of his people. He 
‘guarantees us in advance that all of 
‘our trials, our difficulties, shall work 
itogether ‘for our spiritual welfare. He 
‘guarantees us that when he shall have 
‘gufficiently tested our new minds, our 
imew wills, by the opvosition of the 
teravings of the flesh, he will forthwith 
declate our trial ended—declare us 
victors and heirs of glory, honor and 
immortality with himself, according 
‘to the exceeding great and precious 
.promises of his Word. 

The question arises, Why should 
‘not the Lord grant to us and to all 
!mankind an easier trial than is ours? 
Why should there be-a fallen disposi- 
tion to fight against? Why should it 
mot be as easy, or more easy. to do 
‘right than to ao wrong? Why ‘should 
we not have flesh which should have 
a good craving merely, and not an 
levil craving? And if we must have 
tan evil craving, why are we' not at 
‘enat relieved. of ‘the outward tempta- 
itions which excite these evil cravings? 
—temptations from the world about 
us, inciting to -evil rather than to 
good;-and, according to the Scriptures 
and our experiences, temptations also 
from Satan himself, and from the fal- 
len angels, who, continually endeavor 
to intrude .upon us, to incite us to 
anger, malice, hatred, ptrife and the 
various works of the flesh and the 
“devil? ms * 

These questions are not unreason- 
able, and God: acknowledges this 
when he shows us that just such fav- 
orable conditions. as these questions 
suggest will be provided for the world 
Millennium. 
Satan and the evil angels under his 
captaincy will be restrained accord- 
ing.to the Bible and not. be permitted 
to molest mankind in evil promptings 
and suggestions. '. We read that Satan 
shall be bound for ‘a* thousand years 
that he may deceive the people no 
more until the thousand years be fin- 
ished (Revelations xx, 2). Relief is 
also promised from the injurious con- 
duct of others, in that we are assum- 
ed that during the Millennium noth- 


- {ng shall hurt or destroy thronghout 


God’s holy Kingdom. In that blessed 


‘ time every evil deed will be restrain- 


ed that it may not accomplish injury 
to another, while even the effort to 
commit sin will be promptly punished 
with “stripes”; not an immoderate, 
not an unjust torturing for centuries 
for finite sins,..but, as the Scriptures 
declare, « just’ recompense of reward 
will be given both to the just and to 


the unjust. 
The Scriptures assure us_ that 
i punishment for 


romptness in the r 
an, pa its reasonableness, its right- 
eousness, will be promptly ‘recognized 
nd quickly bear fruitage throughout 
the world in peasee and order—right- 
eousness. Thus we read, “When Thy 
judgments are in the earth, the in- 
habitants of the world will learn right- 
eousness” (Isainh xxvi, 9). The 
preaching of this reasonable, right- 
eous judgment of the future surely 
bears much better fruitage than the 
preaching of the “dark ages,”” now 
fortunately disappearing — that the 
jwage of A trifling sin might be either 
a century of roasting or an eternity 
of torment. The exaggeration of the 
error {s so great that the human mind 
§nstinctively resists’and rejects it. 
The next query we shall answer is, 
‘Are God’s ways unequal? And if not, 
iWhy should he provide at the present 
time for the trial and testing of the 
Church under conditions so | much 
more severe than those which shall 

revail by and by, during the Mil- 
Jennium? Why must we battle against 
the Adversary and his minions as well 
as against our fallen flesh? Why must 
we contend with sinful oppositions in 
our neighborhoods and our homes? 
Why should not evil in every sense 
of the word. be restrained for us as 
well as for the world during the Mil- 
Jennium and our way be made smooth 
also? 

The Scriptures answer that the 
‘Church class, which God is now se- 
lecting or electing from the world, is 
a very special class, for which he has 


_ very glorious designs of joint-heirship | 
with the Redeemer in his kingly and} 


Priestly offices for the blessing of the 


world during the Millennium. The, 
atness of the dignity to which the = 
aithful will be exalted makes it rea- ' 
sonable that the terms and conditions ' 
should be exceedingly difficult in this, 
‘way. Hence we read that the gate is, 
difficult and tlie way a narrow one, : 
| quity. The reason for this condition 


so that few may find it. ‘hese tew 
ara the “elect,” whose character. 
superiority will be fully eviden¢ed to 
God, to angels and to men to be such 
as fully justifies the Lord in grant- 
ing to them the high reward prom. 
ised. Were their honors no greater 
than those the world shall experi- 
ence, how could God's ways be just 
and equal in granting them the hea- 
venly nature and Divine glory, while 
awarding the world of mankind resti- 
tution blessing and a worldwide Eden 
home corresponding to what was lost 
by Adam and redeemed for the will- 
ing and obedient by the sacrifice of 
the man Christ Jesus? 

If now we have clearly before our 
minds that it is the Church class who

and secret faults and” presumptuous 


.sins of the world. will all be- made 


manifest: and all «be openly rebuked 


‘and punished. But . not, so - now. 


Those who are vow: called to be of 
the elect Church ‘are: expected: to be 
so zealous for God, so desirous to 
know and to do his will, so opposed 
to. sin; that they will “voluntarily 
seerch for their own errors, their own 
secret faults, and strive against pre- 
sumptuous’ sins. ~ i / 

When. we remember that God, for 
Christ’s sake, has forgiven’ the sins 
of the. Church, the, question _ may 
arise,’ What then are these faults or 
errors? If all of our sins are forgiven 
what sins 
then remain to, be forgiven? The 
answer is. that through” faith. in 
Christ's blood we were fully forgiven 
“the sins that are past, through the 
forbearance of God’’ (Romans iii, 25). 
We shall never more be held responsi- 
ble for sins great or small which wer 
ours before we came to the Lord and 
accepted his grace, his -forgiveness, 
and: became his followers through our 
consecration of our little: all to him. 
What remains of sin with us is the 
imperfection of the flesh and its in- 
herited weaknesses, and these blem- 
ishes may be with us to our dying 
day in considerable measure. It- is 
pgainst these that we must fight— 
fight the good fight and endure hard- 
ness 28 valiant soldiers of righteous- 
ness. 

But some one may inquire, Is not 
the merit of Christ sufficient, not 
only for the sins that are past, but 
for all of our unwilling blemishes of 
the past and of the future? In other 
words, Does not our. Lord’s setisfac- 
tion of Justice include our imperfec- 
tions present and future, which are 
the result of Adam’s sin and our in- 
heritance of the fallen condition, as 
well as atone for our sins of the past 
prior to our acceptance of the Divine 
mercy? We answer, Yes, this is quite 
true; nevertheless the Lord requires 
of us that, after coming into the farn- 
ily of God, we shall take note of our 
imperfections and apply to him for 
specific forgivencss of all transgres- 
sions., Doubtless this is intended to 
assist us in keeping humble—to asrist 
us in keeping in remembrance “the 
hoyrible pit’? of sin from which ‘we 
were lifted by the gracious merit o! 
the Redeemer Ry which we were jus- 
tifled. All of these experiences wil! 
doubtless be helpful to us by draw- 


us the more frequently to the. 


in 

£6 arene of grace, that we may ob- 
tain mercy, and find grace (merit) 
to help in time of need” (Hebrews 
iv, 16). 

The expression, “The blood of Jesus 
Christ cleanseth us from all sin,’’ re- 
fers not merely to the sins that are 
past and the cleansing which was 
ours at the moment we first accepted 
the Lord’s favor, but rather, especial. 
ly, it refers to the cleansing which 
is continually necessary to the main- 
tenance of our relationship with the 
Lord. The forgiveness, the cleansing, 
is frecly, promptly given, but con- 
ditionally. It must be applied for. 
This is the Lord’s method of instruct- 
ing us in the way of righteousness 
and of assisting us to overcome the 
oppositions and. temptations. of the 
world and to become ati héart “‘over- 
comers.” He knows our weaknesses 
better.than we do; and he wishes’ us 
to learn of them, not with a view to 


‘discouraging us, but that we may 


fight a good fight against them, con- 
quer them and, in so doing, develop 
the characteristics which he approves 


‘and has promised to reward with 


joint-heirship with the Redeemer in 
his Kingdom. ; 

Hence, instead of .openly rebuking 
his people, the Lord leaves as ours 
the work of searching for secret faults 
and putting them away. In_propor- 
tion as we love him, we will be de- 
sirous of doing those things which 
please him, thus living in his smile, 
under his approval. It is quite sul- 
ficient that the light of the Lord’s 
countenance, his smile, should be 
withdrawn from those who do not 
walk the narrow way with. zeal—who 
do not seek for their own faults and 
endeavor to correct them and to thus 
make character. As those now being 
called grow in love for the Lord, every 
hindrance to his favor will be quick- 
ly noted. It is this class that in our 
text 18 represented as seeking Divine 
assistance in the searching out of 
their secret faults. 

Some of these faults may be known 
to ourselves and to the Lord, but un- 
known to fellowmen. The heart that 
is truly converted to the Lord and to 
hermony - with all the principles of 
righteousness which he_ represents 
must more and more desire full per- 
fection—full victory over the weak- 
nesses of the flesh, and must strive 
for this condition. Other sécret faults 
may be secret, from _ us but well- 
known to the Lord and possibly quite 
plainly manifest to our brethren and 
neighbors. How earnestly all who are 
truly the Lord’s people should seek 
to see themselves as others see them, 
and to correct those faults which hith- 
erto have been secret to themselves. 

Assuredly the Lord’s assistance ig 
necessary in this work; but, in pray- 
ing to him, in the language of our 
text, we should remember that his 
method of answering our petitions is 
to show us the facts of our case, and 
then to encourage us by his promises 
to fight a good fight against the weak- 
nesses thus brought to our attention. 
The Bible is the Lord’s lamp. The 
Spirit of its wonderful teachings, like 
a two-cedged sword, is sharp and 
penetrating. It can discern or dis- 
criminate between the very thoughts 
and intents of the heart which de- 
ceive so many into thinking a wrong 
course justifiable. The Christian who 
makes continual and good use of this 
“sword” wilt sogn find that with its 
assistance he is’ akle to analyze his 
owu motives lying behind his words 
and his acts; will sometimes find 
himself secreting them, and some- 
times masquerading them as graces 
and virtues, 

The difficulty with the majority of 
Christian people seems to be that 
they have never undertal:en a close 
ecrutiny of the motives lying behind 
their words or their deeds—yea, the 
motive or intention lying hidden in 
their own minds. The .eason for this 
laxity, the reason for their failure to 
follow up with the searchlight and 
to “bring every thought into captiv- 
ity to the will of God in Christ” is 
that they have not yet attained to a 
sufficiency of love for righteousness 
and a sufficiency of a hatred for ini- 


of things may be that they are ‘‘bubes 
in Christ” who have in the past fed 
merely upon the milk of the Word 
and not upon the strong meat and 
are, therefore, weak in the faith and 
weak every way along the lines of 


Christian character development. 
What they ne is more love for the 
ord and a ffreater appreciation of 


his Word, which will lead to more 
aracst study of the sume.

angel ‘called ‘Lucifer, the ~ Morning 
Star, was perfect; but the sin of pre. 
sumption crept into his heart and 
blighted everyting: So Satan strove 
to tempt our, Lord, who. was. perfect, 
to commit a presumptuous’ sin, 
through which he would have: made 
shipwreck of his career, He wished 
him to- presume upon God’s- good- 
ness and abundant care, not by start- 
ing a rival empire, as Satan himself 
had attempted to do, but to presume, 
nevertheless,,upon Divine goodness to

the rock. For pastors and elders of 
the Church to assume und to exercise 
an unscriptural lordship over tue 
Church would appear to us to be a 
presumptuous sin — a presuming to 


take plxce end authority not bestowed- 


by the Lord. On the contrary, some- 
times a congregation of the Lord’s 
eople may b?2 presumptuous in neg- 
ecting the Scriptural «direction to 
take heed to’ those who have the rule 
over them and watch for their souls, 
as those who must give en account. 
In how many ways might we be pre- 
sumptuous and ignore the kord, his 
supervision -over tne Church, and his 
message to us in his Word !

A-Canadian Grub In London. 

By a log of wood riddled with tiny 
tunnels, says a London correspondent, 
stands an ordinary-looking beetle in 
the..insect house at the London Zoo. 
It has just been born as a beetle from 
the grub which drove those tunnels. 
It belong to the Longicorn family of 
beetles. 

The grub was sent from Canada in 
a small log of Vancouver pine to a 
lady eighteen months ago. When re- 
cently it turned into a beetle she 
sent it to the Zoo, and it has just 
emerged in its final state, but it may 
have b2en anywhere between twenty 
and fifty years in the wood, boring 
the tunnels through the log. 

An official at the Gardens says that 
naturalists have not yet settled how 
long it takes beetles to accomplish 
this work of boring.

The 
articles contained are: Salt, .16 ounce;

one soldier for a day. The coffee is 
compressed under twelve tons pres- 
sure and {s reduced one-third In bulk. 
The salt fs prepared under five tons 
pressure, and the pepper is placed in a 
capsule inserted’ In- a wooden holder. 
Each article is wrapped in waterproof 
paper.—New York ‘l'ribune.

| The Public Domain. 


Western Provinces should be treat- 
; ed as Eastern Canada is. 


Ottawa, Nov. 15.—The Toronto 
News has once’more voiced its 
advocacy -of turning the public 
lands over to the Western Proy- 
inces, The disposition of the 
Liberal Governments of : Alberta 
and Saskatchewan to join that of 
Manitoba in demanding the pub- 
lic domain, the News regards ‘‘as 
an -admi3sion ‘by the Western 
Liberals that. the. Provincial 
Righters were right, at least in 
part, all the time. Only, the Pro- 
vincial Righters. maintain that 
not only the school lands, but 
the whole public domain, should 
be turned over to the provinces. 
For one thing, it is pointed out 
that, under Dominion direction, 
the school lands funds yield only 
three per cent. to'the provinces, 
whereas, under provincial con- 
trol, the revenue might almost, if 
not quite, be doubled. If so much 
better results’ could be got from 
administering the school lands 
from Winnipeg, Regina and Ed- 
mopton, instead:of from Ottawa, 
surely similar advantages would 
accrue from-local control of all 
the lands of the provinces,” 

It is pointed out that under 
both Liberal and Conservative 
rule at Ottawa the handling of 
the Western Jands has been far 
from admirable. Furthermore, 
the experience of Ontario is that 
the publiv domain has _ been 
decently administered on the 
whole, whichever party wag in 
power. The contrast between 
Federal and -Provincial admin- 
istration of Provincial lands is 
thus striking enough-to damn the 
Downing Street policy still ad- 
hered to at Ottawa. The Dom- 
inion Government should be con- 
tent -~vith drawing its revenue 
mainiy from custom duties, and 
leave to the provinces the income 
to be derived from the public 
domain.
